T HE 130 VESSELS now in 

the Canadian navy will 
be increased by 100 during 
the coming year at a cost of 
$50,000,000, and during the 
coming two years the per¬ 
sonnel will be increased 
from 12,000 to 20,000, Hon. 
Angus Macdonald, minister 
of national defence for naval 
affairs, has stated. New 
vessels will range from de¬ 
stroyers down to smaller 
craft. This will be bad news 
for an enemy that has al¬ 
ready felt the power of the 
Dominion's fleet, both in 
offence and defence. Mr. 
Macdonald also came along 
with the cheering news that 
facilities at the naval bases 
of Halifax and Esquimalt, 
B.C., will probably be en¬ 
larged. But England has 
already gratefully acknowl¬ 
edged the help Canada has 
given in keeping the Em¬ 
pire's sea-lanes clear. So 
far, Canadian navy has 
supervised the convoying of 
more than 16,000,000 tons 
of cargo, with a loss of less 
than one- quarter of one per 
cent., has convoyed Cana¬ 
dian and Australian troops, 
and has shared in naval op¬ 
erations in European waters

LONDON'S FIREMEN have, perhaps, the most dangerous job in the 
world today. Their everyday chore combines the fighting of a big 
fire and being under heavy bombardment from the sky. The 
Nazi raids which have continued by day and by night for several 
weeks have kept them constantly busy with their nerve-racking 
duties which are performed with such efficiency that the spread 
of flames has been checked in many cases where a great confla¬ 
gration was imminent. Not only in the world's metropolis, but in 
the coast areas and industrial centres of England and Scotland 
where the bombardment from the air has been frequent and severe, 
the fire fighters have proven that they are the new heroes of 
warfare, their skill and fortitude being epic.

Now a formidable 
war nest, Aden has a strong 
garrison of both Indian and 
British troops, as well as a 
strong R.A.F. command and 
a Royal Navy squadron, and 
proof of its offensive 
strength is the fact that 
Italians have already sub¬ 
jected it to sporadic bomb¬ 
ings. From Aden and other 
stations, however, British 
have retorted with steady 
pounding of Italian military 
bases on the Gulf of Aden 
coastline. Aden, an import¬ 
ant coaling station and cable 
base, is on the north shore 
of the Gulf of Aden, almost 
directly opposite Berbera in 
British Somaliland, a hun¬ 
dred miles east of Bab-el-

trance to the Red Sea. In 
an emergency, Britain can 
thus block off the Red Sea 
link in her Far East highway. 
Once under the control of 
the government of Bombay, 
Aden is now a separate col¬ 
ony and protectorate, its 
governor Lt.-Col. Sir Bernard 
Rawdon Reilly.
